An ice fishing census at L it­ 
tle Bay de Noc in the area

started Wed'nesday, Dec. 30 by 
the Research and Development 
Section of the Michigan De­ 
partment of Conservation. 
The purpose of the census is 
to determine the total catch of 
various specie* of fish in Lit­

Ice

Belgian Foreign M inister Paul-Henri Spaak, one 
Of tile founding fathers of the United Nations, arose in 
its Council recently in anger. He had been listening to 
representatives of African nations rage about “imper­ 
ialist intervention” in the Congo. 
The former French Congo’s foreign minister said 
“The white is untouchable and we must be extrem ely 
careful because the slightest thing m ight place^millions 
upon millions of black lives in danger. 
G uineas repie- 
sentatives charged that white m ercenaries had “mas­ 
sacred hundreds and hundreds of Congolese.” 
It was the most nakedly racist attack ever heard 
in the United Nations. It passed over rebel savagery, 
cannibalism, mutilations and unspeakble behavior in the 
Congo to deny any humanitarian impulse in the Belgian 
paratroop drop from American planes at Stanleyville 
to rescue foreigners from the Sim bas’ savagery.

When Spaak arose he said “I have reached the end 
of my patience. I have listened to distortions, insults and 
untruths. This kind of talk is painfully close to that 
tv ne of racist feeling which has been so heatedly de­ 
nounced by the Africans them selves.” 
Around the world black nations responded like a 
well conditioned reflex, especially wherever the com­ 
m unists were in control. American information librar­ 
ies were burned, American consulates were stoned, the 
American flag was defiled. The world was asked to be­ 
lieve that the nation which has given more of itself to 
the world in humanitarian causes than any other in 
world history was an evil, brutal force which would go 
about slaughtering half-savage blacks unless they pro­ 
tected them selves. 
It is an indication of our deteriorating relationship - 
with the African nations in the United Nations and of 
more trouble to come. 
It is an incident to cause Amer­ 
ican reappraisal of its acceptance of the new African 
states as responsible nations.
